This report, published to acquaint the citizens 
and taxpayers of the City of Rutland with I lie 
policies of their City Government, contains an 
analysis of expenditures and activities of the various 
departments for the fiscal year July I, 195.1 to June 
40, 1954. 

Worthwhile Improvements were made in many 
departments through the innovation of additional 
and better equipment. Much has been accom- 
plished during the past year in the way of con- 
struction of permanent roads in our City. 

In the School Department, advance* have been 
made In adjusting the school to the needs of the 
child and in developing a better understanding of 
children. The School plant shows a steady Im- 
provement, both in added facilities and in general 
care and upkeep of buildings. 

HhilL' detailed data in considerable volume has 
been eliminated from various departmental reports 
as herein published, the detail omitted is on file at 
the office of the City Clerk and may be examined 
there. 

Any interested citizen is welcome al any time to 
call at the City Hall and examine vouchers and 
cancelled checks. 

On the last page of this report appears a statement 
showing comparative operating expenses of the 
different City Departments for several years. We 
urge you to read this table in order that you may 
know lo what extent departmental expenditures 
have necessaril* increasv J. Itudget figures for 
present fiscal year are also shown.

Mayor's Message 



To Die Citizrns of Uiillund: 



It is a pleasure to present this sixty-second report of the City 
of Rutland, covering; municipal operations for the fiscal year 
from July I. 1953 to June 30, 111.3-1. This report carries a com- 
prehensive summary of the city's business, together with cum- 
meuts from department heads, along with a complete accounting 
of financial operations for the past fiscal year. 

Detailed information on the accomplishments of t lit" various 
departments will lie found in this report and it seems unnecessary 
for me to review them, however, I feel that I should mention 
briefly some of our municipal activities during the past year and 
outline plans for the current year. 

Our road building program, inaugurated five years ago. 
resulted in considerable street const ruction during the year. In 
several instances, it was necessary to excavate old streets to a 
depth of several feet, remove the old clay bases which heaved 
perennially and replace them with stone and gravel before applying 
a permanent hard surface. This procedure is quite expensive 
but it is the only way that we can assure permanency. The 
excessive spring rains handicapped the start of this season's road 
work but it is hoped that the early fall will lie mild enough to 
allow us to make up for the delayed start. 

Since the last city report, the major highway improvement 
on 1'. S. Route 1 has been completed and work is now well under 
way on the 1". S. Route 7 project, involving reconstruction of 
North and South Main Streets, parts of which were in a deplorable 
condition. This job is scheduled to be completed by September 
MI.Vi and when finished, we will have a beautiful new highway at 
a cost to the city of only twenty-live cents on the dollar spent for 
its construction. The Federal Government is contributing 50" | 
of the entire cost of this project and the State is contributing 
■_'.V , . By qualifying under the Federal-State-l rban program, 
the city has saved 7.7 , of the cost of rebuilding this important 
artery of traffic. 

As this message is being written, finishing touches are being 
put on a huge earthen bowl lying northeast of the city. When 
construction is finished. Rutland will finally have its long awaited 
new reservoir- nestled high above the city at an elevation where 
water supply and pressure should be plentiful for all the needs 
our city may ever have. The problem of an inadequate water 
supply has been with us for half a century and. at last, it seems 
to have been solved. We need no longer fear a water shortage, 
on the contrary, we can boast of a supply ample for any industrial 
user who may consider locating in our midst. 
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Within the past year, a proposal insecure the so-called Depot 
lark for an off street parking lot was Submitted to the voters 
who approved the purchase for a price of SI ."ill, 01 10.00 \s this 
report goes to press, the construction work is progressing as 
rapidly as possible and this fall should see the opening of this new 
lot which will accommodate approximately I'JO c,n> 

The new Northeast school, opened last September added 
new school rooms lo help meet additional requirements and the 
reconstruction of the Park Street School will give our school sys- 
tem at least four more modern class rooms. 

With a new water supply, reconstructed roads, new and 
improved schools, better street lighting, a new parking faciliu 
additional sidewalks an. I curbs, it is readilv apparent thai Rutland 
is really making progress. Approximately liftv new homes have 
been partly or full const fueled during the past vear. This is 
indeed a luri her barometer of progress and growth.' The Tatnpax 
Company is ready lostari const met inn of a new modern factory 
the first unit of which will be ready for occupancy m-xt fall This 
will leave their present |,|; 1M t available lo another manufacturing 
concern and >t is hoped a heavy industry can be obtained for this 
fine building as soon as it becomes vacant. 

In summarizing the year's activ ities. I have no hesitancy in 
saving thai Rutland ie definitely on the march. We are moving 
ahead steadily toward the accomplishments which we feel are 
necessary to make us a Grade A community in everv respect 
We are sorely in need of a municipal auditorium which will allow 
us to compete actively for conventions and larger affairs which 
might be brought to our city. Willi our hotels and existing 
motels, we are in a position to house the -real number of visitors 
Who would come to Rutland if we could provide space tor events 
and tor spectator crowds which we presently are unable to handle 
We owe it to our community lo start planning immediately for 
the erection of an auditorium which will allow us to compete 
lor many events thai we have heretofore had to pass up because 
of lack of a required facility. 

In conclusion. I wish to express mv sincere appreciation to 
all our city ofhcials lor their loyal and efficient service during the 
pasl year and to invite their wholehearted cooperation for the 
present year.

To the Honorable City Council anil Citizens <>)' Rutland.: 

The Board of School Conwnissioners and the Superintendent 
of Schools herewith present your School Report for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1054. The report consists of two parts -the 
following narrative statement ahout the work of the schools, and 
financial and statistical reports found near the end of this booklet. 

Taken together, they form the complete School Report 

THE liEMOITTFD PAUK STREET 8CH001. 

The work of completely remodeling the Park Street Ele- 
mentary School is now Hearing completion, Local funds with 
strong State Aid. coupled with aggressive School Board leadership, 
lias produced another modern elementary school for the City 
which will care for increasing enrollments in that section, and will 
eliminate the last of oitr school Imildings having two grades in a 
room. 

What was originally a four-room building is now being con- 
verted into an eight -room building together with other modern 
facilities. Then' will be eight classrooms one for each of the 
first six grades, and a kindergarten: anil an extra classroom which 
can be used by the nurses, by remedial, art, and music teachers, 
and as a workroom for the teachers in that building. There is 
a large general-purpose room which will serve as an auditorium, 
as well as a play and activity room, and also as a room for in- 
.-i ruction in music, art, and physical education. There are 
separate rooms for the kitchen and the lunchroom. Special 
features of the building include the acoustical treatment of all 
ceilings, individual room toilets in the kindergarten through 
grade 3, a new heating plant, an automatic sprinkler system 
(the only one we have), and a fireproof stair well at the rear of the 
building, connecting all doors. A financial account of the amounts 
spent through June 30. 1054. is given elsewhere in this report. 

HEALTH AND SAFETY EDUCATION AND SERVICES 

\\ e are now Hearing I lie eomplel ion of our classroom modcrui- 
zalion program the greatest single contribution to (he health of 
our school children. This year we have done eight more rooms 
now bringing the total to 52, Including the rooms to be done 
during the summer of MI5I. all ela.-sronm.- in all grade schools 



IS 
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as well a.s all classrooms in the Meldon School will he completed 
before I lie opening of school in September. 

Our health services continue to include school lunches, the 
services of two school nurses and a dental hygienist. and the 
transportation of children from the kindergarten through grade (i. 
Complete hot lunches were served, in all schools, at a cost of 
approximately 2*>(! each. The children paid the difference 
between the actual cost and the government aid. The only cost 
to the City was for the transportation and storage of surplus 
commodities and the occasional purchase of equipment. The 
program had the strong support of the I'arcn I-Teacher Associa- 
tion units, and financial assistance from i he Rotary Cluli. Serving 
parochial as well as public schools, our school nurses made 3.117 
home, school, and other visits: and completed 2. "218 medical 
inspections during the year. Appreciation is herein- extended 
to the Lion's Club for the help they have given many deserving 
children. The Community Child Care Clinic, the Vermont 
Association for the Hliud and the Vermont Association for the 
Crippled also gave much needed assistance. Many of our school 
children were referred to the Rutland (State) Guidance Center 
for help. Affiliated agencies include: tin 1 Vermont Association 
for the Blind) the Vermont Association for the Crippled. Inc., 
the Vermont Tuberculosis Association, the Vermont State De- 
partment of Social Welfare, the Vermont Slate Mental Hygiene 
Clinic, the Vermont State Department of Health (Crippled 
Children's Division), the Rutland Visiting Xursc Association, 
and the Community Child Care Clinic. Our dental hygienist 
inspected the teeth of 2.71)1 parochial and public school children, 
finding over 27% in need of dental attention. Thirty-t hree of 
these children received dental care through the kindness of the 
Community Child Care Clinic. 

In keeping with our belief that the safety of our school child- 
ren is of the utmost importance, we have this year installed 
emergency lighting in the High School (lymnasium, and in the 
auditorium at both Meldon and the High School. We continue 
to be most grateful to the Chief of Police for the regular assign- 
ment of officers to several of our worst traffic intersections, 

IXSTRrcTloX AXD R ELATED > SERVICES 

The Elementary Schools 

Again this year all elementary teachers have worked on 
committees -much of it on their own time cm current educa- 
tional problems. In addition, they have found time to prepare 
parent booklets, one for each grade, to help parents understand 
what most children do in each subject field. 

Our audio-visual equipment has been augmented through 
the purchase of a projection screen, a three-speed record player, 



■,,id a filmstrip projector, all by the Xortheasl School P.T.A. 
OUr Filmstrip Library, at the Central Office, now contains a 
|ul;l l of i |." lilmstrips. These can be loaned promptly to any 
school or r ii desiring them. 

Instruction has been greatly facilitated through the system- 
wide introduction of new. teacher selected, instructional materials 
(chiefly textbooks) in Health. Language, and Science.

The Rutland High School 

\t the end of a verv successful ftrsl year as our high school 
principal. Mr. Maynard G Robinson has submitted a well or- 
ganised ami verv 'well written report. It is unlortunate lluit 
Bmitations of space prevent the printing of the entire report 
Offsetting the reduction of one teacher on our high school stall 
a year ago. we have had to add one new teacher in the Set ft 

department to carefor an increased enrollment in that held. 

The athletic program continues to function well I he pro- 
gram is now operating on a sound financial basis ami ihe equtp- 
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meiil is being improved steadily. Opport unities for participation 
in intra-mural athletics were greater this year in basketball ami 

soccer. 

The non-athletic program was increased this year with the 
formation of a Science Club in which many underclassmen and a 
number of upperclassmen look a real interest. Dramatics. Music, 
Journalism, the Commuters' Club (to be commended for furnish- 
ing the paint for redf rating the lunchroom), the International 

Relations Club (sponsor of several projects for furthering good 
relations between our country and others), the Student Council, 
i he Monitor Squad all furnished opportunities for developing 
flood citizenship and worthwhile interests in many of our boys 
and girls. 

National recognition was achieved by Rutland High School 
from Freedom Foundations when the school was awarded a 
plaque by the Foundation for its contribution to the program, 
and in the Atlantic Monthly Essay Contest when four Rutland 
High School Seniors won awards for their essays. In the State, 

second place in the Edmunds Essay Contest, sponsored by the 

Vermont Historical Society, was won by a Rutland High School 
Junior, 

The high regard for Rutland High School shown by colleges 
and universities was emphasized at graduation when scholarships 
were awarded to members of the graduating class by Lehigh 

University, the University of Pennsylvania, The University of 
Vermont, Princeton University, Oberlin College, and Dartmouth 
College. Other scholarships were awarded by Columbia Univer- 
sity and Pembroke College, but could riot be accepted. Records 

of Rutland High School graduates of lil.Vi received from the col- 
leges, and universities which they entered last September were 
generally good ami in some cases excellent, 

At the close of school in June, oil of the jiiaduating class of 
112 planned on continuing their education in college, or in busi- 
ness, technical, and nurses training schools. All except two of 
the girls completing the secretarial program had been placed in 
permanent positions in local offices when school closed.

THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN OF THE 
RUTLAND FREE LIBRARY, RUTLAND, VERMONT 
1 July 1953—38 June 1954. 

To llir lltmonihU Cili/ Council and llu Citizens of BuSond: 

Through ihe year !()."> I the Itin land Frw Library made 

dramatic advances in meeting the recreational and educational 
needs of our citizens. 

The Librarian, with an even heavier schedule than the year 

before, continued to speak to numerous groups on the services <>t 

the Library and on books. The effectiveness of the weekly book 

column in the Rutland Daily Herald in promoting good reading 

is dramatically pointed up in the enthusiast ic comment of a 
patron when she returned a book. "That's one of the best books 
I've ever read, and if it had not been for the Herald book column 
1 would not have known about it!" Through the many talk.- the 
Librarian makes, the weekly book column in the newspaper, 
exhibits in (lie Library, discussions sponsored by the Library, 
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lectures, forums and workshops, ihe Library is stimulating 1 1 . , 
citizens in our community to read more thoughtfully. 

Such a dynamic program can only lead to better readership 
in the community. Such a program requires years in achieving 
the sought after goal. The object is not circulation SO much as it 
is more thoughtful reading. The focusing of every effort in the 
Library on this objective has brought spectacular results far 
ahead of schedule. Attendance at classes, lectures, book talks and 
discussions jumped from 1200 in 1952-53 to over 2700 in 1*953-54. 
Nonfietion circulation increased from just under 1,1,000 to almost 
22,000, while fiction dropped from 17.00(1 to a little under 46,300. 
Juvenile nonfietion climbed from ti.JOO to over 0,000 while fiction 
showed a slight drop of -J00 from last year's Hi, 700. 

How much of this increase in the reading of nonfietion is 
due 10 the Library's efforts ami how much is due to the nation- 
wide trend in reading I do not know. Throughout America 
there is a trend in reading toward nonfietion and away from 
fiction. Part of this may be due to the poor quality fiction that 
is being written and published today. Part of it may be due to 
the better nonfietion that is being written and also to the public 
demand for facts and information. Book publishers and maga- 
zine editors are cutting down on the spare they give fiction and 
devoting more space to nonfietion, because of the demand. 

Whatever the cause, it is obvious that our citizens are using 
the Library more and more in their self-education, in their efforts 
to be belter informed citizens of a democracy, in their continual 
seeking to raise their standards of living and in a better use of 
leisure. 

Y\ ith the COSts of labor si ill rising more American people are 
doing their home improvements themselves. The result is a great 
increase in the number of how-to-do-it books and in (he subjects 
covered. Many Rutland people- today are Irving their hand at 
furniture repair, building cupboards, improving and repairing 
their houses, laying walks, landscaping, building iheir own 
garages, making shelves, lamps, tables, draperies and a thousand 
and one other well designed comforts around a house all through 
Ihe help of books they gel at the Rutland Free Library. Several 
houses in and around Rutland got their inspiration from the books 
and journals here. A number of Rutland men are studying tele- 
vision servicing through the help of the latest publications at this 
library. 

There is not space, to cite numerous other examples of how 
our citizens are using the Library to learn new skills and to im- 
prove themselves in Iheir present skills. Bui I do want to say a 
few words about another very important area in which the Library 
is playing a big pan . 

Our Library has a responsibility to the community to pro- 
vide, within its means, the materials for stimulating and inculcai- 
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aesthetic appreciation. The demand for books in tin- field of 

the arts conl in lies si rung. Last winter there \\ as a heavy demand 
for materials about silk screen painting. A talented young sculp- 
tor found inspiration in several of the Library's honks on 
sculpture. Hooks on the crafts, such as weaving, ruginnking, 
jewelry making and ceramics, are very much in demand. There 
has heen an increase of interest in handwriting development and 
in hooks on the acquisition of a good Witting hand within the pa-i 
year. 

This past year, for the first lime in the history of the Holland 
Free Library, a small allotment was appropriated for the purchase 
of phonograph records. Thus we shall shortly make a small 
beginning toward giving the members of our community another 
serv ice for their aesthetic enjoyment. On an experimental basis 
we inaugurated a rental phonograph record collection toward 
the end of the liscal year. As the end of the fiscal year approached 
a move was afoot to form a music appreciation study group ai 
the library. 

Throughout the country there lias been a great increase in 
the reading of religious books. Consequently] publications in this 
field have expanded considerably. Since early fall we have kept 
a display rack filled with good Catholic. Jewish, Protesianl and 
Quaker books. They circulate so rapidly thai we are continually 

having to replenish the collection. 

Another responsibility of our Library is the promotion of a 
wise use of leisure time. Sometimes a wise use of leisure time 
might involve playing golf, another time il might mean sitting in 
an armchair and doing some reflective thinking. For one person 
it might mean engaging in deep thought over a chessboard, for 
another il might mean the soothing calm of a nature walk or the 
reading of a good novel. In whatever constructive manner in 
which one of our citizens desires to use his leisure our Library can 
help him toward greater enjoymeni of it. 

The Rutland Free Library provides the means "l self-eduea- 

iion for all people in our community 1 . \\'e have an obligation to 

make il difficult for people to escape the iulhieiice of books. The 
Library has no right to tell you what to think, but it. is the duty 
of the Library to help you in deciding what in think about. The 
Librarian has a responsibility in know what subjects and issues 
are vital. 

The classes in American citizenship and English continue 
under the able leadership of Miss Katherine Purcell, Miss Mary 
Moher and Miss Dorothy Ilauford. The classes are definitely 
helping new Americans become citizens sooner than they other- 
wise wduld. With the help of the new phonograph record player 
donated by the Women's Auxiliary of the American Legion the 
class will be able to make use of the latest leaching methods. 
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>u, foe Library has a responsibility to stimulate thinking 
and discussion about socially significant questions we sponsored i 
Commumiy Civil Rights Forum in December.

We capitalized on the interest of children 
in movies and television and used that interest to lead them to 
reading- For each movie in the program we suggested a good 
liook to read. Also, from time to time we borrowed the film of 
a successful west coast telev ision program designed to open tip to 
children the fascination of hooks. The experiment is still too 
new to enal)le us to make an impartial ('valuation of the effective- 
ness of the new approach. Some of the programs have been 
sparked l>y the story-telling of (ieorgia Louras, a Rutland High 
School senior who has heen studying the art of story telling. In 
one of the programs creative dancing was introduced by young 
dancers under the direction of Miss (ilorya Stanley. 

Barfy in the smnmer the Library and the Rutland I tail it 
Urrald sponsored a children's art exhibit at the Library. lhirinn 
the summer the Mid-Vermont Artists held their annual exhibit 
in the auditorium. Farlicr the Rutland County Stamp Club held 
its outstanding exhibit at the Library. 

Among the many repairs and improvements to the building 
during the year perhaps the most important is the new fluorescent 
lighting system on the first floor to replace the incandescent sys- 
tem. The new lighting follows the recommendations of the 
[Humiliating Engineering Society that set up standards for 
libraries at the request of the American Library Association, and 
is deaigned to increase the foot-candles in the Library from five 
to between thirty and forty. 

The Rutland Daily Herald has been most generous and co- 
operative throughout the year in publicizing the Library and its 
program. Through the year there have been several good feature 
stories about the Library. From time to time good photographs 
of some of the Library's services have appeared in the lit mid. 
I want to thank the Herald for its cooperation and its generosity 
in helping the Library toward its objective of being Rutland 8 
cultural center. 

We extend our thanks to the Rutland Women's Club and to 
I he Mary and Martha Circle of the Congregational Church for 
their cash gifts to the Rutland Historical Collection. We deeply 
appreciate a gift of SUM) toward a display table for the children's 
department from Mrs. Rose Wagner as a memorial to her hus- 
band, Webster Wagner.

The annual report of the Department of Public Works and 
Water Department for the fiscal year ending June 30, 10">l is 
hereby submit ted : 

Street Department 

At the beginning of the fiscal year the Public Works Street 
Department was in the midst of its summer street maintenance 
program, the f Is for w hich are prov ided by the Street Depart- 
ment budget. The road improvement program was also in prog- 
ress al the same time. The money necessary for the road im- 
provement work is provided by a Mond Issue approved by the 
voters of Rutland at I he March election. 

During the summer of l!).">:? Columbian Avenue and West 
Street, from Temple's ( 'rossiug to (lie west city line, were com- 
pletely reconstructed. The work was done by a private eon- 
true tor. The engineering, surveys, design, supervision and inspec- 
tion of work was done by the Vermont Slate Highway 
Dcparlnieut and the United States Bureau of Public Roads. 

The original surveys for the improvement of 1". S. Route ~ 1 
along Columbian Avenue and West Street were begun in 1017. 
Because of several misunderstandings as to the location of the 
right-of-way line the Stale of Vermont was unable to advertise 
for bid a contract for reconstructing West Street. The 
acquisition of the right-of-way was completed in the spring of 

1953. The reconstruction work itself was completed in the fall 
of 1953. 

In addition to the work performed by the contractor and 
Highway Department engineers considerable work was required 
of I he Public Works and Water Depart ment personnel. Surveys, 
plans, specifications and design work wine reviewed by the City 
Engineer. Water services were relayed, tire hydrants installed, 
mains extended and valve boxes reset by the Water Department. 
The Sewer Department reconstructed broken sewer mains, con- 
structed two additional manholes and extended a sewer from 
West Street southerly toward Ripley Street. The existing sower 
w as thoroughly cleaned. 
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The newly reconstructed I". S. Route #4 along West Street 
is a vast improvement in the appearance of the westerly approach 
to lite City of Rutland. Further improvement is to he made in 
the near future by landscaping the area between the road and 
railroad west of Temple's Crossing. 

The City of Rutland's share in the cost ot reconstructing 
Columbian Avenue and West Street amounted to $41.17:?. 

Vt the March election of 1954 the people of Rutland ftp- 
proved by a vote of 1.327 to 1.017 a proposal for the reconstruc- 
tion of Ndrtb and South Main street. I'.s. Route #7 and Wood- 
stock Avenue. 1'. S. Route * I in the City of Rutland. The 
streets named are u part of the Federal Aid Highway System. 

Because bf the shortage of engineers in the Vermont Highway 
Department it was necessary to engage a local engineering linn 
to do the preliminary engineering surveys. The detailed survey 
work began in April I0.">:? and was not complelcd until February 
l<».">l. Alter the survey work was completed another engineering 
8rm was engaged to design and draw plans for the reconstruction 
ul North and South Main Street. Considerable assistance was 
rendered by the force in the City Fngineer's Office to the engineers 
designing the proposed work on Main Street. The engineering 
work has been sufficiently completed so that the bid on the con- 

trael will be ope I July 0, I Do I. The work completion date is 

September I. 10oo. 

Woodstock Avenue, from Main Street easterly to the city 

line, bee mpletely surveyed. I am of the opinion that work 

will not be started on this section or road until Main Street is 

completed. 

The sum of sf,J,i'-_»t;.2'.». furnished through a bond issue 
approved by the voters and Slate Aid funds for highways, was 
spent on OUT road improvement program. 

The following streets were excavated and a gravel sub-base 
constructed before being resurfaced with a mixed-in-place asphalt 
pavement : 

Allen Street from Main Street to Mussey Street. Bettevue 
Avenue from North Street to Ilillcrest Road: Fast Washington 
Street from Main Street to Lafayct le St reel ; Bin Street from 
Wot Street in Williams SI reel: High Street— from .Main Street 
lo Bellevue Avenue: Park Avenue from drove Street to Har- 
rison Avenue; Park Street— from South Main Street wester- 
ly lo the Railroad crossing; Royee Street— from Main Street to 
Sirongs Avenue; Spellman Terrace; Temple Street from N'orth 
Main t<> Bellevue Avenue. A total of 2S.U00 square yards ot 
bituminous mi.\ed-in-place pavement was constructed over an 
IS" to 24" sub-base. 

On the following streets a bituminous hoi mix pavement 
was placed over the disintegrated concrete roadway: 
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Crescent Slreel from drove Street lo Church Street- 
Curtis Avenue—from Main Street easterly to the Railroad 
crossmg; Fast Si reel from Woodstock Avenue to Fasil W ashing- 
ton Si reel; Lincoln Avenue from Crescent Street to dranl 
Avenue; Pine Street from West Street to State Street - uUi 
Street trom Pine Slreel lo Holmes' Crossing; Williams Sl'reei 
from Church Street to Lincoln Avenue. Of the above named 
streets Crescent Street. Fast Slreel. Lincoln Avenue and West 
Street were widened and the sub-base outside i he pavement was 
reconstructed w 1 1 1 1 a heav y gravel base. A total of 21.7 10 square 
yards of bituminous concrete pavement was constructed. 

Additional road improvement work included constructing 
a sub-lmse and pavement on Litchfield Avenue. Pierpoinl Vve- 

nue was completely reconstructed with regard to realigning the 

roadway, excavating ami sloping adjacent hanks, and mnslruet- 
ing a suitable base The Campbell Road was reconstructed from 
the intersection of the Quarterline Road southerly- ahoui fifteen 

hundred feet 

A total of «2,!luf) gallons of tar and asphalt with either a 
sand cover or pea si one seal was placed on eitv streets 

The construction of the new Municipal Parking Lot 
opposite the intersection of Merchants Row and Center Street 
formerly Depot Park, was begun in May. This work is being 
done under the supervision of the City Fnginecr's Ofliee and the 
Department of Public Works. Payment for the work done is 

being made from the Parking Meter account. It is expected that 

this BOW parking |„| will be ready for use in October !!).*» I. 

I believe that our Public Works Department is well 

equipped to do the work required of ii. The maximum use of 
equipment has considerably helped to keep down the com of 

various operations within the department and thus help us to 
accomplish more work with the funds provided. 

During the past year one 2>£ yard dump truck; one tractor 
with front end loader: one truck wild water sprinkling equip- 
ment: and one small tractor with sidewalk snow plow were re- 
placed A pick-up type I ruck and aggregate spreader were pur- 
chased. A backhoe or ditch digger was added to a tractor thai 
had been used only for sideyvalk snow plowing. 

A much needed piece of equipment is a new slreel sweeper 
Our present sweeper, upon which considerable money- has 
been spent for repairs, yvas purchased in 1047. The greater 
number of paved streets and the demand for si reel cleaning 
services within the business district require that this operation be 
done by mechanical means. Street sweeping bv hand labor is 
very eosl |y. 

A much neater appearance could be given to our cil v if some

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General Department 

A sub-depart men t of the Department of Public Works is 
I he D.1WY. General Department. All work of this department is 
done by the employees of the Street Department and City Kn- 
gineer's Office; Various items not chargeable to the Street De- 
partment . W ater or Sewer Departments are paid for from funds 
appropriated to the D.l'.W. General account. 

During the past year the City Kngineer's office was redeco- 
rated: old furniture replaced with modern desks and chairs; 
additional and new equipment was purchased and modern light- 
ing was installed. A more pleasant and efficiently operating 
Office now exist 8 

About 82,000 was spent in maintaining Main Street Park. 
It is the desire of all concerned in this work that this particular 
area will in the future be considered as a park only and not a 
playground, funds have been appropriated to other city depart- 
ments for the operation and care of playground areas. 

The City Dump is operated for the use of the people of 
Rutland at a cost of about Kit, 000 a year. The "Dump" is open 

every day from 7:30 A.M. to 5-30 P.M. with the following excep- 
tions; closed all day Sunday*, Thanksgiv ing. Christmas and New 
Year's Day: closed at noon on all other holidays. 

In the Kail of 1.958, 100 maple trees were planted on city 
streets, this is a continuation of a program established by Mayor 
Mealy four years ago In the Spring of 1954 all trees within the 
limits of the city streets were sprayed. Many dead and dangerous 
trees were investigated. Removal of the tree or pruning danger- 
ous branches was done where necessary. 

Kour large culverts were reconstructed. Other culverts were 
repaired and cleaned. The sidewalk and curb on the westerly 
half of the railroad overpass on River Street were complete!) 
rebuilt. Ripley Bridge was painted for the firsl time in several 
years. It is proposed to "Cunite" the abutments, center piers 
and curbitigs of this bridge during the coming year. 

Street signs were repaired and erected on nearly every street 
intersection. A number of the signs so erected have already been 
damaged or destroyed and need to be replaced. The cost of re- 
placing a four-way street sign amounts to about $15.0(1 per sign. 

Many ot her services are required of the General Department, 
such as repairing guardrails: placing and removing election booths 
at polling places at election lime: removing ashes and other debris 
from the City Hall: operating "Clean l"p Week" the first week of 
May: mowing grass on city-owned property and other small jobs. 
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Sewers 

All appropriation of $21,315 was marie for the rare ami 
maintenance of the entire sewer system of the City of Httttaii'l 
for the past liseal year. In addition to the above amount there 
remained in the sewer main extension aeeomil the sum of $1.1 ST. 
No additional money was made available for the const ruction of 
new sewers ii8 is usually done through the approv al of bond issues. 
The Sewer Department budget does not include funds for the 
construction of new sewers. 

Most of the money made available was .spent excavating 
anil repairing broken and plugged sewers. Thirty-live major 
sewer repairs were made: thirty-four catch basins and eight 
manholes rebuilt. 

During the year new catch basins, lour manholes and fifty- 
one private sewer connections were constructed. A sewer was 
constructed on Belmont Avenue Kxtcnsion a distance of live 
hundred feet. 

Water Department 

An appropriation of S55.Sil3.2l was made to maintain the 
Water I >epart ment of i lie < 'ity of Rutland for the past [iscal year 

At no time during the year did the City of Rutland Suffer 
from a serious shortage of water as nearby communities did. 

The water shed area in Mendon was patrolled anil the usual 
amount of debris carelessly deposited upon the banks of streams 
within the area was removed to the city dump. The ground so 
contaminated was treated with calcium hypochlorite. 

Although a sincere effort was made to establish a record 
free of contamination reports from the Vermont Department of 
Public Health, we were unable to do so. It is thought that the 
highway construction project on Mendon Mountain was one 
factor contributing to our poor record. The continued wash 
from the disturbed ground near the new road, and the building of 
culverts that opened up new drainage areas increased the tur- 
bidity and degree of contamination. Having a reserv oir of a very 
small capacity, the water, unfit for drinking purposes, is taken 
almost directly from the stream into our distribution system. 
Through the use of break-point chlorination an attempt was made 
to give as pure a domestic water as possible. 

The reservoir was given a thorough cleaning in May. The 
surrounding premises were kept well trimmed and orderly 
t hroughoul the year. 

A very small amount of water main was constructed within 
the city. A six inch main was extended on Easterly Avenue a 
distance of 320 feet: a -ix inch main was laid on Kdgerlon Slice! 
a di.-laiicc of SI) feet. Twenty-four leaks were repaired in water 
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mams: thirty-eight services repaired, forty-five services relayed- 
nine hydrants repaired; forty-four new services constructed • 
three hydrants anil two sprinkler systems attached to our 
water system I he Water Department also maintained the 
till ration and chlorination equipment tit the swimming pool and 
does plumbing work tor the Recreation Depart incut . City I fall 
and Airport water supply. 

A new air compressor, paving breaker, pipe culler and pipe 
urilling and tapping machine were also purchased 

I' or a period of more than fifty years the citv fathers of 
Holland hail been investigating the possibilities of COllstructins •, 
reservoir and finding another water supply. Thev placed before 
tne people of Rutland many propositions, all of which were 
rejected.

The us an asphall lining, previous- 
ly used in canals, irrigation ditches, sides of filtration beds but 
never before used as a lining for a reservoir, was proposal for the 
Mitland Reservoir. The asphall lining is relatively inexpensive 
as compared to other types of linings and therefore made possible 
'lie construct ion of a reservoir at the Davis Site that would not 
exceed in cost an am t equal lo the funds made available. 

I nor lo the reservoir construction considerable work was 
done by the staff of ihe City Engineer's Office in connection will, 
the acquisition ot rights-of-way and land for the reservoir site* 
and connecting pipe lines. Appreciation is expressed for the 
assistance given by Mayor Healy and other citv officials in ac- 
complishing this work. 

A firm of consulting engineers was engaged to design the 
proposed reservoir, materials for the pipe lines were purchased by 
the city, the contract was awarded and construction was begun 
in August 1953. 

It is expected that the new reservoir will be in operation 
in October] I '154.

The efficiency of the Fire Department was greatly improved 
by the addition of two-way radio, which was put in service oti 
November 1, 1953. On December 25, 1953 we had seven grass 
fire calls from all sections of the City in a period of two hours and 
without radio the response would have been very poor as all oi 
the apparatus w a> mil of the siatiotis but the dispatcher was able 
to contact the apparatus and cover all of the fires without delay. 
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One new fire alarm box was added to the lire alarm svstein 
during the year. 

Agaill I recommend that a new lire station be erected on 
the City owned property located at Woodstock Avenue and 
Deer St reel, and I he present Station 2 be relocated there. Also 
a modern drill tower for fireman training be erected at. the same 
location. 

The present Station '_' is in very poor condition and bndlv 
in need of major repairs including a new heating system, 

The healing system at the City Hall station is badly in need 
of repairs and it should be extended to the Public Works garage 
attached to the fire station. 

I also recommejid that a full time clerk be added to the per- 
sonnel of the Fire Department

The department investigated 3j409 complaints, making 298 
arrest a in which convictions MM about 95%. 

While the number of motor vehicle accidents investigated 
was lew than last year, estimated damage was higher. During 
the year we investigated :?2N accidents in which SH.VOl) damage 
or more was incurred against 310 for (.he previous year. A table 
listing the number of cars involved, estimated damage, number 
Of persons injured and hospitalized follows this report 

The department lias been very concerned with the number 
of youngsters between the age.- of 2 and 12 who are victims of 
pedestrian accidents. In the past five years, out of S3 pedestrian 
accidents, 53 of them were in I his age group. 

With the cooperation of (he Traffic Safety Council of the 
Chamber of Commerce ami William li. Such.-. Acting Superin- 
tendent of Recreation, we have put on an intensive campaign ol 
instruction.- to all of ihcse youngsters that could be reached on 
the City Playgrounds. 

Officers "from the department visited all the playgrounds 
and gave safety talks on such things as how and where to efOSfl 
i lie street, operation of bicycles, playing in (he road, etc. All 
were given letters to take home to their parents asking ihcir 
cooperation. Plans have been made to have I). Anderson Hyde, 
a member of the Safety Council, make arrangements for a Safctv 
Film (o lie shown at schools and service clubs this winter. 

Our patrol cars and motorcycle were driven a total of 7N.020 
miles. Five hundred and sixty-two doors were found unlocked 
by the night officers in patrol cars and cm the beat. 

A six-day Police School was conducted in November with 
about 75 attending, including all our regular officers. 

Instructors included Special Agents from the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation and State Police. Lectures were also given by 
the State's Attorney and Grand Juror.

June 30, 1054: 

The appro;, rial ion Id the Department of Charities and Cor- 
rections was $.33.77 1. (H). 

Tlie Department collected $73.23 for support of families 
from oilier towns; §00.00 from indiv iduals: $1,380.12 from oilier 
sources and $3,000.00 was transferred from Hospital account. 
The gross expense amounted to $40,257.00. The net expense 
after refunds was $85,735.3 I. A balance of $1,035.00 remained 
in Charily account at the end of the year. The appropriation for 
I he hospital account was $30,000,00. The Department collected 
$2,983.80 from individuals and the State of Vermont. The 
amount of $3, 0(X). 00 was transferred from Hospital lo Charity 
account. The gross expense amounted to $20.434. 41. The net 
expense after refunds was $20,450.52. A balance of $§49.48 
remained in the hospital account at the end of the year. 

In the year 1053-54 at the City farm. Hi inmates were cared 
for and 487 transients were laken care of by the caretakers. 

We have had a lot of improvements at Pleasant Acres, such 
as painting the buildings, a rock garden and a nice walk made of 
waste niarl.le laid in cement plus a small fountain which adds 
considerable beauty to the place. 

We have 05 tons of hay in the barn. We also have about 
5 acres of corn which is enough to fill the silo, or about 50 tons. 

Krom our garden we raised plenty of tomatoes, onions, 
carrots, beets, squash, cucumbers, beans, lettuce, radishes, cab- 
bage and l}4 acre of potatoes. Our winter supplv of coal, lit 
ions. i s in and we have about 300 cords of stove 'wood for the 
outside poor. The tools at the farm are In good condition. We 
make minor repairs on them when needed— truck, tractor, side 
rake, hay loader, potato digger, corn planter, milking machine 
and other small tools. We also have a freeze locker and two nice 
refrigerators, to care for meat and vegetables. 

( )ur dairy of niee young cows is doing very well. We receiv ed 
for the month of May from 14 cows, 12,352 pounds of milk. We 
received a milk check of $430.14 and in addition to this, from 20 
to 25 quarts a day were used at the farm. 
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The caretakers, Mr. and Mrs. Kichard Decker, take great 
pride in keeping the place in the best of condition. The inmates 
are well cared for and given good food. 

It is with regret that we have lost the serv ices of our Inves- 
tigator. Mrs. Margaret Davies, who has worked for the Charily 
Department about twenty years. She resigned on account of her 
health. We wish her the best of health in I he future. 

I wish to thank the Mayor. Hoard of Aldermen and the rest 
of the City officials for their assistance during (he year.

Activities 

Halloween, this year, was the biggest and best ever. Over 
1 I. (MX) persons participated in the various programs which in- 
cluded: Mr. .lack-* >-Lnulcrn Contest. Window finessing Con- 
tests. Grammar School Parlies. .Junior and Senior High School 
Dances ami a Ragamuffin Parade. 

A great variety of activities were available at the Recreation 
Center under the direction of William Suchs. Activities were 
available for all age groups. Many new clubs were formed. They 
included Teen Age Coif, Men's Golf, Textile Painting, Girls' 
Modeling Club. Boys' Athletic Clubs. Camera Club. Sewing 
Club, l.eathercraft. Spring Baseball Training, and Junior Stamp 
Club. In addition to these new clubs, the following were eott- 
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tinned from last year: Senior Citizens' Club. Model Airplane, 
Women's Coif, Baton Twirling. Children's Square Dancing, 
Adults' Square Dancing ami Oil Painting. With the addition of 
a backboard at Notary Field House, Archery for adults and teen- 
agers was started. Children's and Adults' classes in Dog Obedi- 
ence. Cub and Bdy Scouts. Brownies ami Girl Scouts, City Band, 
and Home Demonstration Groups were also held at Rotary 
Field House. In addition to these weekly activities, four special 
activities were held: Model Airplane Kxhibil, Model Train 
Paces, Modeling and Variety Show and Center Closing Cere- 
monies. 

A twelve team Midget Basketball League, and a six team 
Junior League were in operation this past season. 

Because of the lack of snow we had a short skiing season. 
Only seven days of skiing were available this year with IKi3 visits. 
The Junior Ski Program continued to grow during the past year 
with over 125 children receiving ski instruction from Anne and 
Joe Jones, Mrs. S. Fletcher. Waller Stred, Larry Rollins, and 
George Grant, who volunteered their services.

In 
addition to the daily program of games, arts and ■ rafts, am) story 
telling, many special events were scheduled They included a 
Costume Piirade, Pet Show, Dug and Cat Shows, On Wheels 
Parade, Watermelon Fating Contest, Pigtail Contest, Button 
Contest, A Field Day and Picnic Suppers. We were fortunate to 
have a predominately veteran staff of supervisors, and combined 
with our new ones, it made for good supervision and programing 
on the playgrounds 

Ottr Midget Baseball League is an important part of our 
summer program. Leo Keefe continued as supervisor of the 
League. Two new teams have been added over the previous year 
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bringing a total i>l twelve teams. Over 150 hoys are fully out- 
fitted in uniforms donated liy various sponsors. 

A "Mitey Mile*' Baseball League has been started for boys 
who do not qualify for the Midget League.

Airport Commission 



V'o Hit Honwabk City Gtwntili 

During the past year the installation of the new and improved 
navigational facilities at the airport was completed, as was the 
complete resurfacing and lighting of the north-south runway. 
1 Apenditures for such improvements totalled $20,083.29. 

A substantial part of this total was provided by the Federal 
Government and the Stale of Vermont through the airport im- 
provement programs of the Federal Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration and tiie Vermont Slate Department of Aeronautics. The 
City's appropriations for the henefit of the airport for tin- year 
amounted to $15,220.49. 

On October L, 1963. Northeast Airlines. Inc.. commenced 
service to Rutland linking our city over their routes with Boston, 
Montreal and New York. This service was initiated October 1, 
1953. pursuant to a temporary certificate granted by ihe Federal 
Civil' Aeronautics Board for one year from July 3. 1053. In 
June. 1054. Northeast Airlines notified the City and CAB that 
they proposed to terminate service on July 3. 1054. However, 
the City government, aided by this Commission, initiated pro- 
ceedings to prevent this, and experimental service was extended 
hy CAB order to Oct. .her I, 1054. A petition by the City to 
CAB to have the temporary certificate made permanent and thus 
have Northeast service continued after October I. 1054. is now- 
pending. 

Colonial Airlines provides daily service between Uutland 
and New York and has done so for some time. 

Our airport represents a total investment of well over a 
million dollars of funds provided over a period of years by the 
Federal, Slate of Vermont, and City of But land taxpayers. In 
I his modern age it is a municipal asset of great value and impor- 
tance. This is more true than ever now that our city no longer 
has Miy railroad passenger train service. 

More improvements need to be made to our airport to pre- 
serve ami improve its usefulness to the City. The north-west 
runway should be lengthened to provide lauding accommodatio'.s 
for aircraft larger than the DC-3's now used for service here by 
both Northeast and Colonial. We must be prepared to recei . e 
aircraft of the DC-4 and Convair type- if «W3 expect in continue 
to receive commercial airline service. 

Our east-west runway needs complete resurfacing to preserve 
its usefulness for smaller craft. Our hangar and station facilities 
need improvement for appearance and modernization. 

For the fiscal year 1051-5 our appropriation is KUi.slS.

Cemetery Report 



To the Hoitonthh City Council and Citizen* of ffitllnml: 

It is with considerable satisfaction that your Cemetery Com- 
mission is able to make the following report. 

Since the completion of the enclosure in M)ol of the North 
Main Street Cemetery, expenditure has been largely confined to 
West Street. A stock fencing on a cedar post and rail foundation 
has heeii built across the entire back and along the eaat side to 
meet the existing fence. A marble retaining wall about three 
by twenty feel has been built where erosion had left the steel 
fence some two feet above ground level. Both plots have been 
completely brushed, raked ami mowed and West Street has. for 
the lirsl nine, litis year been completely mowed with the power 
mower. 

Mr. Orfeo Mutti of Proctor, repaired and cleaned, by sand 
blasting, twenty-one shines including that of (iovernor Israel 
Smith. I lie oldest >lonc at West Street, lie also located and 
cleaned the "(been" vault tablet which has been buried under 
dirt and fallen stone for over 30 years. This vault marker con- 
tained the name-! of I I members of the (Jreen family comprising 
three generations. 

A post supporting the front gate was found to be rusted olT 
and has been temporarily repaired. 

The iron fence will need painting next year and its is expected 
that another twenty or more stones will be repaired and cleaned. 

One more mowing is planned this fall if weather permits, 
and when all outstanding bills arc paid, a balance of nearly 
$100 will remain with which to start work in I he spring. 

Due to the late spring, about s|S!l of I he Hl.~>3-.1I appropria- 
tion reverted to the denoral Lund.
